UNDER AVERAGE 


OTTAWA, Ont, Aug. 10—(UP) 


—The dominion bureau of statis- 
tics estimated today that Canada's 
'Spring wheat crop will 
be 
the 


smallest in 30 years. 


The report did not offer any 


estimate in bushels, but said the 
yield would be only 35 percent of 
the lonf term average. 


Last week's estimate was 160,- 


000,000 bushels, but private sour- 
ces todiy believed that recent 
rains, with the harvest only two 
weeks avay, would raise the yield 
to 180,000,000, possibly 200,000,000, 
bushels. 


Easten Canada's fall wheat 


crop, haivested mainly in Ontario, 
was estinated at 17,248,000 bush- 
els as cimpared with 12,478,000 
last year The fall rye estimate 
was 4,276^00 bushels, slightly un- 
der last y-ar's crop.

The charge that Russian air- 


planes with markings of the Na- 
tionalist air forces were attacking 
neutral shipping off Algiers in the 
hope of provoking an incident was 
made by Francisco Franco, rebel 
chief, in a reply to British protests 
according to word received here 
today. 


The charge, it was said, was 


made in the Nationalists' reply to 
British Ambassador Chilton's pro- 
teat over the attack last Friday 
on the British merchantman Brit- 
ish Corporal.

Fisher, 


head of the story department of

His remarks should be of dis- 


tinct service to mankind, the ma- 
jority of which apparently aspires 
to literary fame. Very few people 
anywhere in the world do not want 
to be writers. And no need to ask 
these would-be writers what they 
want to write for?

Odds Are Heavy 


Frankly, to dispense with the

by sitting down to "write a story 
for the movies." 


In fact, the odds are heavy 


enough to drive most aspiring au- 
thors into the wrestling racket, 
which is rougher but safer. 


First come monetary rewards 


for accepted yarns. 
Disregarding 


the fancy checks sometimes paid 
for hit plays and best-selling nov- 
els, 52,500 is an optimistic price at 
major studios for orginal, unpub- 
lished stories. 


This Is not so bad. 
Unfortu- 


nately, however, producers 
pay 


proportionately less as their status 
descends from major studio to pov- 
erty-row, until, alas, the writer's 
stint is far from 
commensurate 


with his efforts. 


< That is fairly discouraging in it- 
self, but wait for Fisher's statis- 
tical summation. 


Hollywood's combined output, he 


declares, averages a maximum of 
800 pictures yearly, whereas, to 
supply this demand persons turn 
out stories by the hundreds of 
thousands!

are: 


The writing of a successful play,

FARM LEGISLATION LOST 


W 


ASHINGTON — Behind all the hulla- 
baloo and alibis as to why there will 


lot be farm legislation this session, there 


a very simple story. It can be told in three 


words—too much buck-passing. 


First, the President passed the buck to 


>ecretary Henry Wallace. That clear-think- 
ng but timid idealist then passed it to the 
House and Senate Agriculture Committees. 
They passed it to the old-line farm leaders, 
and they, in turn, passed it right back, and 
the run-around started all over again. 


That in a nut-shell is the whole story. 


Actually, the President has wanted new 
:rop control legislation ever since the Su- 
preme Court axed the AAA. From time to 
;ime last winter and spring he dropped re- 
marks to that effect. But whereas he did 
not hesitate to send specific bills to Con- 
gress on court reorganization, wages and 
tours, and government reorganization, he 
was strangely hesitant on the farm ques- 
tion. 


Meanwhile Wallace has wobbled 
all 


over the lot. On one occasion several 
months ago, he even opined that perhaps 
t might not be so bad to have a bumper 
crop and a big surplus after the four 
years of drought and restricted produc-, 
tion. 


If Wallace had stirred himself and made 


a real fight there would be a farm bill be- 
fore Congress today. That much is certain. 


His failure 
to 
be aggressive played 


squarely into (1) the hands of the old-line 
farm leaders, and (2) anti-New Deal Dem- 
ocrats who control the House and Senate 
Agriculture Committees.

I 
am sure that this Is Impossible. In 
dealing with classes of students, 
when I first meet them it is nat- 
ural to try to judge their abilities 
by a study of the faces, but I am 
seldom able even to pick the two 
or three most capable on this basis.

The medical student 
generally acknowledged to be the 
most ambitious had one of the most 
downward sloping writings of the 
entire group, and the most unam- 
bitious had the most uphill writ- 
ing.
